any dairy or stock feeding ration.” 
He said milk flow increased but 
tin re was little change in butterfat 
production, under fishmeal tests. It 
gave no appreciable odor or fishy 
flavor to the milk. 
"A very satisfactory balanced feed 
seemed to be all the mixed hay each 
animal u’ould clean up, plus a grain 
mixture in proportion to the amount 
cf milk given by each cow. 0> r ex­ 
perience was that, at first, the cows 
would not (>at the fishmeal, but thai 
most of the cows acquired a taste 
for it and several of them will cat 
the pure fishmeal by itself.” 
Flakne’s grain mixture contains 
IOO pounds of ground oats,
